Defense Work Creates 
Thousands of Jobs 
In All Industries 


The return of approximately 235,- 
000 workers to jobs in nonagricul- 
tural industries between May and 
June raised the June employment 
level to the highest point reached 
this year, and shows an increase of 
more than 900,000 workers over 
June, 1939, Secretary of Labor| 
Frances Perkins reports. This | 
brings employment up to 35,465,000, | 
an increase of nearly 9,000,000 since | 
March 1933. . | 

“With the exception of the min- 
ing group, employment gains were} 
|reported in all major fields of non-| 
agricultural employment last | 
month,” she said. “One of the most 
significant features of the current! 
report was the rise of about 50,000 | 
in factory employment from May 
to June. Usually factory employ- 
ment declines by about 60,000 at 
this season of the year. Greater- | 
than-seasonal' or contraseasonal | 
gains in many lines of manufac- | 
turing activity, particularly the war | 
materials industries, offset the sea- 
sonal losses reported in automo-| 
biles, cotton goods, women’s cloth- 
ing, and other industries showing | 
declines. | 

“In the war material industries, | 
aircraft firms continued to expand | 
operations, nearly twice as many | 
workers being employed as at this | 
time last year, while engine, ship- 
building, and machine tool plants

also reported further substantial 
gains. “In addition to the gains in 
these industries, other factories 


stimulated directly or indirectly by 
government on war-time orders, | 
took on additional employes. In the | 
steel industry, more than 21,000 ad- 
ditional workers were hired in| 
June. Firms manufacturing elec-| 
trical machinery took on 3,000 more | 
workers, woolen and worsted goods | 
plants hired more than 7,000 addi- 
tional workers in June, and men’s 
clothing firms approximately 7,600.” | 


Locked Out Men | 
Claim Insurance 


Hearing was held last week on 
claims of machinists and engineers 
for unemployment insurance who 
were locked out last April when 
CIO warehousemen staged a strike 
against Best Foods, Inc. 

Testimony at the hearing showed 
that the machinists and engineers 
reported for work, but found the 
doors locked against them. They 
reported this condition to their 
union officials, and it was proved 
that at no time during the course 
of the strike had the company 
made any request for the men to 
return to work. 

The company is challenging the | 
claims of the men to unemploy-| 
ment insurance, but decision of the| 
referee is expected to be favorable 
to the workers. 

Officers of the California State 
Federation of Labor, asserted that 
employers had generally embarked 
upon a program to use the unem- 
ployment insurance act to break 
trade unions. He predicted that the 
next session of the legislature 
would see the climax of the em- 
ployers’ drive to amend the act and | 
include in it a merit clause which 
would relieve them of contributing | 
toward the fund.

Facing the Facts 


with PHILIP PEARL 


Writing and editing news is a problem of selection. Newspapermen are 
highly trained in judging whether information is interestng or dull, true 
or spurious. Every day in every newspaper office stories that are worth- 
less or superfluous are killed by the simple process of impaling them on 
a spike. 

We ask the newspapermen of America to exercise the same judgment 
and analysis with respect to the union which claims to represent them— 
the American newspaper guild—and to spike it. 

The American newspaper guild today is a fraud. It is not a union of 
newspaper writers, copyreaders and editors, It has taken in scrubwomen, 
advertising solicitors, clerks, stenographers, proof boys and a dangerous 
group of communists. 

These communists are now in full, open control of the guild. They are 
running it their own sweet way. And that is the way of ruin and de- 
struction for the working press of the nation. 

In the past we have deliberately pulled our punches at the guild. 
We're through pussyfooting now. The time has come for the self-respect- 
ing newspapermen of this country to crack down on the clique of com- 
munist conspirators who have stolen their union and turned it over to 
the custody of Stalin. 

THE EXPOSE BEGINS 

From now on we are going to do our utmost to expose the communists 
and their stooges in the guild. We are going to start right at the top 
and work down. ’ 

Let’s take the new president of the guild, Donald Sullivan, of Boston. 
He was elected at the recent guild convention in Memphis. His opponent 
was Kenneth Crawford of Washington, the incumbent president, who had 
succeeded the late Heywood Broun. Mr. Crawford is a liberal new 
dealer. He is not a red-baiter. But the activities of the communists in 
the guild had so disgusted him that he refused to follow the commu- 
nist party line. He protested against the editorship of the guild reporter, 
the union’s official organ. He inveighed against the political policies of 
the guild being shaped by the communists. He was openly critical of 
John L., Lewis. So he was marked for sacrifice and the communists 
lined up enough votes to defeat him and elect Mr. Sullivan. 

A reporter on the Boston Globe, Mr. Sullivan was highly regarded in 
labor circles until a few years ago. Then, in the words of his former 
friends, he “went wrong.” His communist-supported candidacy in the 
guild was not the first time the reds had used him as a front. Recently 
they put him up as a candidate for state CIO director in Massachusetts, 

ut he was defeated. Apparently the communists have a lot of confi- 
dence in Mr. Sullivan. 

Then, let’s take Morris Watson, organizer for the guild but paid di- 
rectly by the CIO. You can have him. Mr. Watson led the communist 
putsch in the American labor party a few months ago but was soundly 
beaten. He follows the C. P. line closely. 

HOPE IN THE OFFING 

One of the storm centers in the guild convention was Clyde Beals, 
editor of the guild reporter. Committee reports denounced him and the 
paper for following the communist party line. But he was finally given 
a public vote of confidence at the convention and warned privately to 
pipe down. 

All of the scandalous activities of the communists in the guild are not 
known because the opening session of the convention which debated this 
issue was held behind closed doors. The working press was barred. This 
in itself is scandalous for a newspapermen’s union. 

Fortunately, we are able to look ahead optimistically because a serious 
and growing revolt has started among bona fide newspapermen against 


|the guild. A few days ago the American Federation of Labor chartered 


the American Newspaper Writers’ Association in New York city. This 
local will lead the drive to organize an honest-to-God newspapermen’s 
union in New York and its efforts will be aided by dozens of other locals 
already established in other cities. Within a short time the American 
Federation of Labor plans to form these locals into a national council to 
lay the foundation for a new national union. 

The president of the New York local is William L. Laurence, of the 


|New York Times, who commands the admiration and respect of news- 


papermen, educators, scientists and public officials throughout the coun- 
try. We once had the good fortune to work with Bill Laurence on the 
old New York World. He is universally beloved for his kindliness, his 
idealism and his ability. He is a highly paid writer and has nothing to 
gain personally from the job he has voluntarily undertaken of organiz- 
ing this new union. He is doing it unselfishly for the good name of the 
profession and the welfare of his fellow workers. 

The secretary-treasurer of the New York local is Joseph Shaplen, a 
gifted reporter who for many years specialized in the labor field. Every 
leader in the labor movement knows and respects Joe Shaplen for his 
honesty of conviction, his courage and his ability. He is whole-heartedly 
anti-communist because he has closely studied the ways of the commu- 
nists. He is a practical, hard-hitting, natural leader. 

With these two men at the helm, the new union is bound to steer a 
straight course and make rapid progress. We wish it Godspeed.

Boilermakers to 
Launch Big Drive 


Campaign to Organize 
Shipbuilding and Other 
Fields; Aid Defense Pledged 


Fifty railroad general chairmen 
of the international brotherhood of 
boilermakers and an equal number 
of business representatives from 
contract and construction locals of 
the brotherhood held an important 
three-day conference at Chicago 
this week. 

Plans were laid for a militant 
organization drive in the _ ship- 
building and other fields, and for 
efforts to improve the working con- 
ditions of members of the craft. 

The national defense program 
was one of the principal subjects 
discussed, since the boilermakers 
are playing a major role in defense 
production, particularly in  ship- 
building, railroad shops and other 
fields. Vice President Charles J. 
MacGowan gave a detailed ex- 
planation of the administration’s 
defense undertakings. 

Enlist for Defense 

Full support of the nation’s de 
fense drive was voted, and a reso- 
lution was sent to President Roose- 
velt informing him that services of 
the brotherhood were at his com- 
mand at all times. 

The national administration was 
also lauded for its firm position 
against any breakdown of wages, 
hours or other gains won through 
union agreements or legislation. 

After the initial joint session, the 
railroad general chairmen held a 
separate meeting, at which many 
vital problems were acted upon, 
such as vacations with pay, ap- 
prentice systems, seniority, and jur- 
isdiction. 

Among other speakers at the con- 
ference were President B. M. Jewell 
and Secretary J. M. Burns of the 
A. F. of L. railway employes’ de- 
partment.

Meanwhile, the American News- 
paper Writers’ association will pro- 
ceed to organize working newspa- 
permen in New York city. A be- 
ginning has been made on the New 
York Times, and the unionization 
drive will be extended to other 
newspapers, particularly those 
who do not now maintain contrac- 
tual relations with any other organ- 
ization of newspaper writers. Even- 
tually, however, it is the purpose of 
of the American Newspaper Writ- 
ers’ association to seek contracts as 
sole collective bargaining agency 
with all newspapers in its territory 
and to beome sole collective bar- 
gaining agency for the following 
categories of newspaper employes: 

Reporters, rewrite men, copy 
readers, district men, _ editorial 
writers, feature writers on the reg- 
ular payroll of newspapers, writers 
on drama, music and books regu- 
larly on the payroll and all others 
on the regular payroll who write 
and edit reading matter. 


“We are definitely a craft organ- 
ization of working newspapermen,” 
Mr. Laurence said. “While we sym- 
pathize with the efforts of other 
classes of employes, such as stenog- 
raphers, bookkeepers, accountants, 
clerks, etc., to organize for collec- 
tive bargaining to improve their 
conditions, we do not see why such 
classes of employes should be 
lumped with newspaper writers, 
representing a highly skilled craft, 
no more than that they should be 
lumped with skilled craftsmen in 
the mechanical departments. There 
are unions devoted to the organi- 
zation of office workers and others 
having no relation to newspaper 
writers, who should not permit 
themselves to be overwhelmed by 
elements extraneous to their craft 
and, therefore, having no relation 
to their particular problems. 

“Nor will the American News- 
paper Writers’ association counte- 
nance the admittance into its or- 
ganization of other completely out- 
side elements, holding no jobs of 
any kind on newspapers, and, 
therefore, having no right whatso- 
ever to hold cards in an organiza- 
tion of newspapermen and mould 
its policies. 

“The American Newspaper Writ- 
ers’ association is an organization 
of, by and for newspapermen. It 
will not countenance interference 
by any political party and will not 
follow any party line. It will seek, 
however, to work in co-operation 
with all elements upon whom the 
welfare of working newspapermen 
including the organized 
printing crafts. 

“One of its most important tasks 
will be the promotion and mainte- 
nance of high ethical standards in 
the newspaper field. 

“We have formed our organiza- 
tion in response to a widely ex- 
pressed desire on the part of news- 
papermen for an organization of 
our type.

“In the Name of God” 


Federal Council of Churches Says to Provide the 
Idle “An Opportunity for Self-Respecting Work”

A “labor Sunday message”’ is issued each year by the depart- 
ment of the church and social service of the Federal Council of 
Churches of Christ in America—an organization which speaks 
for most of the protestant denominations in this country. 


On the Sunday before or the Sunday after Labor day the 
message is read in thousands of churches in every part of the 
nation. 


This year these churchmen have taken as their theme, “The 
Concern of Religion with Unemployment.” They have handled 
it in a way which should appeal to the hearts and minds, and 
also to the consciences, of those who like to think they are chris- 
tians in fact as well as in name. Here are a few extracts: 


“The founder of christianity was a workman. Christianity 
stands in peril when it forgets that Jesus knew what it meant for 
a man to labor with his hands, to find the joy that comes when 
with skill he uses mind and body to minister to the needs of men. 


“Any economic society which fails to provide work for all, not 
only threatens the bread and butter of the poor, but also robs 
the unemployed and mankind of the divine heritage of self-re- 
specting labor. A human society tainted by unemployment is 
immoral to the extent that it fails to seek a cure. 


“We would, therefore, confess the corporate sin of our so- 
ciety, in which millions today are denied the right to work. 

“While divergent opinions are advanced to account for this 
unhappy situation, we would emphasize that controversies about 
the cost must not be permitted to obscure our common responsi- 
bility for their removal. 

“Whatever the defense needs of the nation may be, preoccu- 
pation with them must not be allowed to divert attention from 
our basic economic problem. The problem of unemployment 
must not become a political football. It must be the common con- 
cern of all. 

“This is the more important since there revolve around the 
problem of unemployment other major issues of our national 
well-being, including our hope for peace and the possible danger 
of war. 

“Economic desperation leads multitudes of well-meaning citi- 
zens into temptation. Baffled, confused, embittered, seeing them- 
selves in want in an age of potential plenty, not knowing where 
to turn, they are an easy prey for demagogues and would-be 
dictators. 

“It is in such a psychology of despair that class bitterness 
increases, scapegoats are blamed for all the trouble, race hatreds 
flourish, civil liberties are curtailed or destroyed, labor's rights 
of organization are imperiled, and the ground is prepared for 
violence and dictatorship, either from the right or from the left. 

“Because of the issues of justice, of human personality, of suf- 
fering and want, and of peace or war which are involved, un- 


employment is of major concern to the church. The church must] p.m. 


insist in the name of God, that every man shall have an oppor- 
tunity for self-respecting work. Will America accept the chal- 
lenge! 

“Let our churches call upon their members for their most 
prayerful thought and sacrificial devotion to the end that we 
may help build a world of economic security, justice, brother- 
hood and peace.” 

It is gratifying at a time when there is entirely too much 
muddled thinking concerning our national problems, to find 
these great religious organizations sounding such a clarion note. 
Democracy must be saved; American institutions must be pre- 
served. If these noble objectives are to be attained, human be- 
ings in America must be afforded an opportunity to earn their 


daily bread. 


If you can’t say something good about your union don’t say 
anything. The union has made it possible for many things other- 
wise you would be without. It pays to belong to an AFL union.

STATE SECRETARY CHARGES 
NLRB VIOLATES WAGNER ACT 


“Board Will Go Limit to Aid Handful of 
Gommunists in CIO,” He Says

Five hundred Monterey fisher- 
men—all members of the A. F. of 
L. fishermen’s union—took it on 
the chin last week when the San 
Francisco office of the national 
labor relations board issued a 
ukase depriving them of effective 
collective bargaining rights for the 
current fishing season. 

Action of the NLRB came in the 
form of a stipulation entered into 
among a dozen CIO fishermen, the 
employers and the board that no 
exclusive bargaining contract 
would be signed by the employers 
with any labor organization for 
the next ninety days. The NLRB 
order came on the eve of the fish- 


ing season and served to deprive 
the overwhelming majority of 
fishermen from driving an effec- 
tive bargain with the employers. 
The board ignored the protests of 
the A. F. of L. fishermen’s union 
that it was being robbed of the 
protection of the Wagner act, 
which provides that a fifty-one per 
cent majority is sufficient for ex- 
clusive representation. 

Issues Challenge 

Attorneys for the California State 
Federation of Labor, in challeng- 
ing the NLRB ukase, asserted that 
“the national labor relations board 
had no right to suspend or hamper 
the collective bargaining rights of 
trade unions guaranteed to them 
under the Wagner act. The law 
specifically states that if a trade 
union can demonstrate a fifty-one 
| per cent affiliation, it is entitled to 
|exclusive bargaining rights with 
;the employer. There is no provision 
giving the NLRB the authority to 
suspend this right at its discretion, 
or whenever it wishes to take up 
the cudgels for a small CIO minor- 
diy” 

Edward D. Vandeleur, secretary 
of the California State Federation 
of Labor, termed this latest deci- 
sion of the NLRB against the Mon- 
terey fishermen as “evidence of the 
amazing lengths the San Francisco 
office of the NLRB is ready to go 
to in order to aid a handful of com- 
munists within the CIO.” He said 
it was a typical example of NLRB 
procedure to penalize five hundred 
men in order to aid a CIO dozen.

H. W. BROWN 


H. W. Brown, international presi- 
dent of the international associa- 
tion of machinists, has served this 
international in many capacities. 
Having joined a union in 1905, he 
soon became local and district busi- 
ness representative. He was elected 
as delegate from the grand lodge 
to three successive American Fed- 
eration of Labor conventions. In 
every position -he showed unusual 
ability as an organizer and leader 
in the labor movement. 


In July, 1921, following a refer- 
endum election, Mr. Brown became 
international vice president,in which 
position he served until June, 1925. 
As a result of a change in the laws 
of the I, A. of M. he became gen- 
eral vice president and continued 
in that office until May, 1940. Hotv- 
ever, in November, 1938, while offi- 
cially retaining the title of general 
vice president, the council appoint- 
ed Mr. Brown acting international 
president, due to the poor health of 
the international president, A. O. 
Wharton, who retired in November, 
1939. In April of this year the mem- 
bership, by referendum election, 
chose Mr. Brown as the interna- 
tional president and he immedi- 
ately took over the duties of that 


office. 


Mr. Brown is a member of the 
executive council of the railway 
employes’ department and of the 
metal trades department, A. F. of 
L.; also a member of the railway 
labor executives’ association and a 
member of the board of directors 
of the Union Labor Life Insurance 
company. Under Mr. Brown’s lead- 
ership the international association 
of machinists continues to be one 
of the most effective and efficient 
labor unions in America, 

His address is: Mr. H. W. Brown, 
president, international association 
of machinists, Machinists’ building, 
Washington, D. C.

This label is produced in four 
forms, viz.: a die stamped into the 
manufactured article or sunk into 
the mold, producing a raised label 
on the molded product; a paper 
label, pink in color, to be pasted on 
box containing article, or on the 
article itself; a brass label to be 
screwed on the article with small 
screws; a decalcamania transfer 
that is attached to the article. 

The labels at present are used on 
butcher saws, mechanics’ tools, 
barber and beauty shop equipment, 
shoemakers’ cutlery, and metal 
novelties, as well as on various 
types of machinery. The label is 


registered in the United States and 
Canada.

ClO Fishermen 
Accept Cut 
Scale Contract 


Acceptance of a ten dollar per 
ton scale by CIO fishermen in the 
northwest threw a monkey wrench 
last week into A. F. of L. fisher- 
men’s negotiations with cannery 
operators for a fourteen dollar per 
ton scale, according to Vito B. 
Alioto, business representative of 
the A. F. of L. fishermen’s union 
in Monterey. 

“The indecent haste exhibited 
by the officers of the CIO fish- 
ermen to accept the low scale 
proffered by the cannery oper- 
ators can only be attributed to 
their desire to use the contract 
as a club to keep fishermen 
paying dues and assessments 
into their organization,” said 
Alioto. 

“Many of the CIO fishermen had 
become disillusioned with their 
union and were turning to the A. 
F. of L., which was standing vig- 
orously for a fourteen dollar per 
ton scale.”
